More than forty charitable organiza- 
tions are given bequests in the will of 
the late Mrs. -A. Montgomery Ward, 
widow of the founder of the mail order 
firm bearing that name, which will be 
filed in the Probate court this morn- 
ing by Attorney Clinton Merrick. 

To continue her philanthropy after 
death; Mrs. Ward directed that most 
of what is left of the fortune, valued 
at $15,000,000, left her by her husband, 
shall be distributed among charities 
in the middle west, in California, and 
in other .parts of the United States. 
The bequests average $20,000. Some 
are as high as $50,000. 

N. U. Gets Only Small Sum. 

Northwestern university, which has 
received $8,000,000 in the last two years 
from Mrs. Ward for the construction 
of a medical and dental school to be 
known as a memoria! to her husband, 
is given only a comparaticely small 
additional bequest, it was revealed. 
Only two months ago Mrs. Ward di- 
rected that $4,000,000 in securities be 
handed over to the university to assist 
in the construction of the Ward build- 
ing on McKlintock campus. That was 
the second half of the eight millions. _ 

Mrs. Ward's gifts to charity before 
her death had reduced her estate to 
about $1,000,000, according to Attorney 
Merrick. An inventory may disclose 
that the estate was slightly larger, 
he said. Details of the will were made 
public last night by Charles H. Thorne, 
nephew of Mrs. Ward. ; 

Relatives Given Bequests. 

A score or so of distant relatives will 
receive bequests ranging from $2,000 
to $10,000. Mr. Thorne is remembered 
with a small amount and Mrs. Ward's 
only daughter, Marjorie, is also given 
a comparatively small sum.

The girl at the time of 
the murder was employed as a maid 
in the Hall household. Reihl charged 
that his wife had told him she had 
received $5,000 as the price of her 
silence on what she knew of the 
double killing. 

The petition alleged that Mrs. Reihl 


had been intimate with Dr. Hall and 
.that she knew of intimacies between 
Dr. Hall and Mrs. Mills. 

Reihl] further charged his wife had 
told him that she, Mrs. Hall, and the 
chauffeur had followed Dr. Hall and 
Mrs. Mil!s to the spot where the bodies 
of the two later were found. Mrs. 
Reihl denied that any of her hus- 
band’s statements were true. 

Governor Orders Inquiry. 

Reihl’s charges were taken up by 
the state and county authorities and. 
Gov. A. Harry Moore ordered State’s 
Attorney General Katzenback and 
County Prosecutor John Toolan of 
Middlesex county to investigate the 
new evidence and report to him the 
result of their inquiry. 

Mrs. Hall, following her arrest, was 
hurried. in an automobile to the office 
of Prosecutor Bergen in. Somerville, 
where she jvas questioned for some 
time, but invariably answered with the 
statement, “I shall make no state- 
ments until I have learned what this 
murder charge is based on.” 

' She was removed to the jail and the 
prosecutor announced that no details 
would be revealed on the developments 
of the recent investigation Which led 
up to the formal murder charges 
until later in the day. 

Widow Calm Before Police. 

When the detectives “went to the 
Hall residence with the warrant the 
first one whom they saw was “ Willie”

Summons Her Attorney. 

“T have a warrant calling for your 
arrest,’"” Capt. Lamb explained. “I 
have been instructed to take you to 
Somerville at once.” 

‘‘May I be permitted to read this 
warrant?” asked Mrs, Hall. She 
glanced over the warrant carefully, 
handed it back, and asked: “May I 
telephone to my attorney?”

Millions Toll of Hurricane 


Jacksonville, Fia., July 28. — — 
The West Indian hurricane that has 
raged along the coast of Florida since 
Monday, passed off the coast near 
Jacksonville late today and advanced 
toward the Georgia boundary. It was 
expected to strike the coast near the 
Georgia line. 

The storm took only two lives as it 
passed up the Florida coast, but it 
caused property damage estimated in 
the millions. Palm Beach's loss was 
estimated at $1,000,000; that of Stuart, 
Fla., at $250,000, and at $100,- 
000, in addition to damage to shipping, 
telegraph, and telephone wires and 
crops at scores of places. 

The storm apparently was lessening 
in intensity as it came up the coast, 
but was still of hurricane force.

Maj. Gen. Edgar Jadwin, chief of the army 
engineer corps, says the deepening of the Detroit 
river and the St. Clair channel has been “an im- 
portant contributing factor in the lowering of 

jake levels,” but army engineers have not yet 
calculated its precise extent. They believe it is 
comparable to the lowering which has resulted 
from the diversion at Chicago, which they have 
calculated at five inches. : 

The channel around Detroit was cut by army 
engineers. The drainage canal was dug by Chi- 
cago. Human nature being what it is, the army 
engineer corps will not go out of its way to prove 

* its responsibility for the lowering of the lakes. It 

will try to shift as much of the burden as it can. 
Chicago will be blamed for as much as possible 
and the army engineers for as little. If in the 
face of that fact, the survey of the engineer corps 
leads to the preliminary judgment that the conse- 
quence of the Detrott diversion has been “com- 
parable,” to the consequence of the Chicago diver- 
sion, the probability is that the Detroit diversion 
has lowered Lake Michigan at least as much as 
the Chicago diversion has. 7 

At Chicago, some 8,500 cubic feet of water are 
now being diverted each second. The war depart- 
ment’s figures indicate that the flow from lake 
Huron to Lake Erie has been increased 10,000 
cubic feet a second by the deepening of the Detroit 
channel. Theoretically, the deepening of the De 

.trolt channel has tended to raise the level of Lake 

Brie more than the diversion at Chicago has 
lowered it. The actual measurements of lake 
levels confirm the theoretical conclusion. Lake 
Michigan and Lake Huron in 1925 were 33 inches 
below the average for sixty years, while Lake Erie 
Was only 19 inches below its sixty year average. 
Climatic changes account for the greater part of 
the lowering about which the Ohio politicians are 
exercised. The government’s records show that 
the Lake Erie communities have less right to com- 
plain of ‘our canal than Wisconsin, western 
Michigan, Indiana, and Illinois have of the Detroit 
improvement. It has spared Lake Erie shippers 
the full consequences of the drought at the ex- 
pense of shipping on the upper lakes. 


A QUESTION OF 
JOURNALISTIC ETHICS. 


The new building of the National Press club in 
Washington is to rise to a height of 14 stories, 
several stories higher than the building regulations 
of the District of Columbia permit, “It took a spe 
cial act of congress to obtain authorization for the 
additional height. President Coolidge gigned the 
Press club bill in the presence of fifty Washing- 
ton correspondents. From this circumstance the 
inference has been drawn that the correspondents 
took advantage’of their influence to obtain a spe- 
cial favor from congress and the President with a 
resultant limitation of independence. 

We hope this tnference is not justified We 
believe the matter is one which might properly be 
investigated and reported upon by the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors, whose membership 
includes the editors of manyof the principal news- 
papers in the country. In 1923 the society adopted 
a code of journalistic ethics. ‘‘A journalist who 
uses his power for any selfish or otherwise un- 
worthy purpose is faithless to a high trust,” the 
ode says. “. . . Freedom from all obligations 
exeept that of fidelity to the public interest is 
vital’ 

The Washington correspondents play an tmpor 

tant tf unofficial role in American politics. It ts 
through them that the administration generally 
announces its policies As representatives of the 
public they can require explanations from the 
President, from cabinet members and frem con- 
| @ressmen which no one else dare demand. If the

independence the country is the loser.

BETTER HIGHWAYS IN 


PROSPECT. 

The county board’s highway advisory commit- 
tee shows every sign of both the will and the 
ability’ to get forward with practical measures. 
The committee ts a strong one, representing expert 
knowledge and experience, as well as public spirit, ; 
and with the backing of the community and the 
codperation of the county and state agencies should 
soon have the county moving out of the traffic 
chaos in which we are now struggling. What 
increases our optimism is that the committee is 
after obtainable results without delay as well as 
for the larger planning. The latter is of the great- 
est value and importance, but we have most urgent 
needs which can be met promptly and tn meeting 
them we shall not only get relief but find encour- 
agement to keep going to fill out the larger plans. 
There is. nothing like some practical results to give 
a meaning to any general scheme of public im- 
provement. 

And we urge again that the general plan be 
adequate and ambitious. Our predecessors have 
always underestimated the possibilities of Chicago's 
growth. We ought not to repeat the mistake It 
is almost impossible to be too ambitious. We 
should plan for what Chicago and the metropolitan 
district are certain to be, are in fact rapidly becom- 
ing, one of the great centers of the world, in poptu- 
lation, in economic organization, in social demand. 
Our highway system should be on a corresponding 
scale, providing ample facilities for expeditious, 
safe, and comfortable movement of all classes of 
traffic. The old standard roads already are as obso- 
lete as the oxcart. We need thoroughfares as 
modern as our means of transport in an age of oil 
and electricity. 

Separation of grades is, in our opinion, an essen- 
tial. Mr. Stevens of the Association of Commerce 
is entirely right in emphasizing this principle, 
which meets the whole problem of traffic relief on 
the threshold. The keys of traffic congestion are 
at the main highway intersectionséand widening 
the roads is not enough. We need roads forty 
feet wide on two levels. Without the double levels 
the intersecting streams must each be halted in 
turn for the other. And not only at intersections 
but on the main arteries the double grades should 
be established by the modernization program. They 
are essential to a maximum of efficient use and 
safety.

BOXING. 
(New York Herald Tribune.) 
The light heavyweight championship, which changed 
hands in Brooklyn, is a comparatively new institu- 
tion in boxing. In the old days there was no such 
animal as a light heavy. He belongs to one of the 
several synthetic classes which have been invented 
in the last 25 years. ; 

In 1900 the classes were bantam, feather, light, 
welter, middle, and heavy; and the corresponding 
weight limits were 115, 122, 133, 145, and 158 pounds 
respectively for classes lighter than heavy, the lat- 


158 pounds. Now we have a fiyweight class with a 
112 pound limit, a junior lightweight group at 130, 
a junior welterweight with a top weight of 140 and 
the light heavy class over which Mr. Delaney pres- 
ently presides. . 

Several reasons, deemed sound and sufficient by 
the master thinkers of boxing, have prompted the 
creation of these new classes. One is a theory that 
the public is especially interested in champions. 
Henee if there are ten champions where there 
onee were six, it can be determined by a simple 
process of arithmetic that the boxing promoters have 
four more box office attractions than they had be- 
fore.~ Another and possibly sounder reason for the 
light heavy class is the reluctance of heavyweights 
to do any further fighting, once they have annexed 
the title. 

Becoming heavyweight champ nowadays is almost 
synonymous with retiring from business. The light 
heavies are different.

PRESERVE THE WATER TOWER. 
Chicago, July 27.—We have heard from 
time to time the rumblings of a move- 


tower at Chicago avenue, which to many 
old Chieago residents is one of the few 
surviving structures that link the pres- 
ent Chicago with the city of their mem- 
ories, We have also occasionally heard 
a murmur of criticism regarding the 
scarcity on our boulevards of monu- 
ments commemorating past events in the 
history of Chicago. I ask the privilege 
of your columns to place before the peo- 


carried out, would solve the question re- 
garding the disposal of the tower and 
heip meet the othe criticism. 

It is recognized that one of the out- 
standing events in the history of our city 
was the great fire of Oct. 8 and 9, 1871, 
which covered an area of about three and 
a half square miles, rendered 100,000 peo- 
ple homeless, killed 300 persons, and 
burned up nearly $200,000,000 of prop- 
erty. In spite, however, of this vast de- 
struction, the fire of 1871 can be regard- 
ed as a direct cause of the building up 
of the modern Chicago, which is often 
spoken of as a miracle city. The great 
fire swept over the most densely popu- 
lated part of the city, 
large wholesale and commission houses, 
the banking institutions, the depots, and 
rolling stocks of the various railroads, 
the docks and shipping facilities, the 
court house, postoffice, and the principal 
hotels, but while material Chicago had 
been destroyed its people remained, and 


destiny they formed committees and 
were busy before the burning ruins had 
cooled with their plans for the rebuild- 
ing of a greater and better Chicago. 


- But where is there in Chicago even-a 


| humbie monument to cOMmMmemorate tnis 


event? Where is there a memorial to 
that indomitable spirit of our fathers, 
who laid the foundations of our present 
great city on the burning wreckage of 
the old? Other events have been record- 
ed by monuments, and tablets, such as 
the Fort Dearborn massacre monument, 
etc., but the’ great fire has received no 
recognition in a permanent way by 
either a monument or a tablet. It is a 
matter of record that the fire started 
in the lumber district of the west side, 
jumped to the south side, then passed 
north and west again to the river dnd 
to a point as far north as Fullerton 
avenue. The Chicago avenue water- 
works marked approximately the central] 
point of the conflagratfon, and I have be- 
fore me a photograph of the waterworks 
taken just after the fire, showing that 
the entire structure was destroyed, with 
the single exception of the tower, ‘That 
tower still stands practically as it stood 
in 1871, and I am of the opinion that it

“WIDOW SEIZED 
IN HALL-MILLS 
MURDER AFFAIR 


Charged with Death of 
the Pastor. 


(Continued from first page.) 


has never really been given up as 
unsolvable. 

The bodies of Mr. Hall and of Mrs. 
Mills were found lying side by side 
under a crabapple tree in a field acrwss 
the Raritan river from New Brunswick 
early on the morning of Sept. 16, 1922. 
They had disappeared two days before. 
Each had been shot through the head. 
The minister had been shot twice 


through the back of the head and one 


bullet had been sent through Mrs. 


Mills’ forehead, 

The course of the bullets proved that. 
it was a case of double murder and 
not one of murder and suicide. No 


weapon was found near the. bodies.{ 


Scattered near by was a litter of papers 
which included three notes in a wom- 
an’s handwriting, the contents of 
which indicated that the choir singer 
was in love with the minister. 


Believe Murder Done Elsewhere. 


.A close examination of the ground 
where the bodies were found led police 
to believe that the crime had been 
committed elsewhere and that the'| 
bodies had been brought to the field 
and laid carefully side by side under 
the crabapple tree. 

Dr. Hall and Mrs. Hall were well 
known, The clergyman occupied the 
pulpit of one of the wealthiest and 


most fashionable churches in New } 


Brunswick. His.wife had considerable 
monéy in her own right and was said 


-to have inherited mpre than $1,700,000 


a few years before the murder of her 
husband. 

Mrs. Mills was in poor circum- 
stances, her husband, James Mills, be- 
ing employed as janitor of the church. 
She was young, pretty, and during the 
ten years that Dr. Hall had been rector 
she had been a member of the choir. 

Rumors of a liaison between the 
clergyman and choir singer had been 
current for three years before the mur- 
der and it was said that Dr. Hall and 
his wife had had several violent quar- 
rels over Mrs, Mills. 


Elopement Hint in Letters. 


Later a number of letters from Dr. 
Hall to Mrs. Mills were found in the 
Mills home. These were couched in 
endearing terms and made. several ref- 
erences to an accustomed meeting 
place near the farm where the two 
were, found murdered. The letters 
spoke of a proposed elopement. 

During the first few months after 
the discovery of the bodies suspicion 


seemed to fasten on half a dozen dif-: 


ferent persons. Witnesses were found 


who had heard cries and pistol shots) 


on the night of the murder, and Mrs. 
Hall was subjected to a prolonged 
questioning by officials in rer < of the 
investigation.

bor party, smarting from its defeat 
in the recent general strike. has 
framed.a set of drastic resolutions for 
consideration at the twenty-sixth an- 
nual Labor party conference, which 
will be held in the town of Margate, 

near London, on Oct. 11 to 15. | 
The Holborn faction of the Labor 
party has determined on a concentrat- 
ed attack against former Premier 
Lloyd George, Liberal leader, because 
of the growing movement for a mer- 
ger of the Liberals and Laborites, with 


‘Lloyd George as the chief. 


This action is believed to be inspired

Liberal-Labor chief. In a ‘call to 
arms”’ against Lloyd George, the La- 
borites brand the Liberals as enemies 
of the workers in the class struggle.

the British government’s foreign pol- 
icy. The radical Laborites will de- 
mand that the party undertake an 
open attack against the staff of the 
British foreign office.

Combined arrivals of cattle, 
hogs and sheep first three days of the 
week at 175,000, compares with less 
than 150,000 for the same period last 
week, cattle receipts alone showing an 
increase of. 12,000. 

While. bulk of cattle show 50@752- 
decline since last week's close, the 
brunt of the decline has been on in be- 
tween and “grassy” steers, 12 year- 
lings averaging 1,026 Ibs reached 
$10.65, equal to the highest in some 
time, indicating the urgency of de- 
mand for finished light weights. Ne- 
braskas averaging 1,069 lbs reached 
$10.50, with 1,313 Ib steers at $10.10. 
A few plain 1,527 Ib. steers went at 
$8.75. | 
The price range shows 4 tendency 
to widen. A year ago common fo 
choice steers sold from $6.25 to $15.00, 
a spread of nearly $9.00, against a $3.50 
spread on recent sessions. Butcher 
stock ruled weak to unevenly lowe-. 
Fancy baby beef heifers reached $10.10. 
Bulls were steady to weak; calves 
steady. Stockers and feeders sold ac- 
tively at weak to lower prices. 

Hogs declined 10@25c, as supplies over- 
ran advanced estimates. Top and aver- 
age prices lowered 15c at $13.75 and 
M$11.90 respectively, the latter equaling the
